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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks", filed 02/28/2006, with 
respect to claims 1 - 5 have been fully considered. Upon further 
review of the claims, the Examiner noted that there is a plurality of 
distinct inventions claimed by the applicant. 

Therefore, a restriction and election of species is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U. S. 
C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 2, 4 & 5, drawn to a method of working a recessed portion, 
classified in class 72, subclass 214. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to a press apparatus for working a recessed portion in a 
headrest stray, classified in class 72, subclass 220. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
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The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process 
as claimed can be practiced by another and materially different 
apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). 
In this case, the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another 
and materially different process, for example, to form an indention in a pipe 
for other usage than the headrest. The process as claimed can be practiced 
by the systems set forth in the background of the specification. 

4. Upon election of either one of the inventions I or II above, the applicant 
is further required under 35 U. S. C. 121 to elect one of the following 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claims is finally held to be allowed: 

A. Species as shown in Figures 1 - 9. 

B. Species as shown in Figures 10-16. 

C. Species as shown in Figures 17-22. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete 
must include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined 
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even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) 
identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
